Gives Taste To 


City's Water 


During the past few days numerous 


enquiries have been made by citizens 
regarding the appearance and taste 
of the city water. Testerday in par- 
Icular there was a pronounced brack- 
sh taste to the city's supply which 
was also cloudy. 
Enquiries at the office of the super- 


intendent today elicited the explana- 
tion that it is the annual "turnover" 
of water and the taste and cloudy 
appearance of the city's water supply 
,s due to the heavy recent rains, 
which have brought the river sharply 
above its normal level. Every spring 
:he turnover occurs, the warmth of 
the spring sun heating the surface 
water and causing it to rotate. Coni- 
ng as it does with the spring freshet. 
which has stirred up the river, mak- 
ng the water muddy, the city water 
s slightly impinged and it also has 
an odor. 
In order to clarify the 


water it is necessary to use larger 
amounts of purifying agencies at the 
filtration plant and this is the cause 
for 
the present discoloration and 
taste. 
Indications today were that 


:he water was clearing, and that the 
taste complained of is gradually go 
ing 
r 
The city water is analyzed every 


day by the city bacteriologist, who 
rias found nothing in the water dur- 
ing the past few days suggestive of 
harmful impurities.

King called attention also to the 
lact that the speech was sent out in 
an aerial wave length of 1,100 meters, 
which is in the band reserved exclu- 
sively for ship communication— 600 to 
1,000 meters. If the navy had wave 
lengths to spare, he' thought it would 
be desirable to release them for pri- 
vate broadcasting:.

they now detect a lack of safeguards 
without which the subsidy, instead of 
helping American shipping in general, 
might be made into a proposition un- 
der which all the subsidy benefits 
could be apportioned among a few 
"favorite" ship concerns and competi- 
tion destroyed. 


Summed up, the complaint is that 


the measure confers too broad pow- 
ers on the United States Shipping 
Board. 


The president's plan provides that 


a majority of the Shipping Board 
members 
(four) 
shal Idecide who 


shall get subsidy aid and to Vvhat ex- 
tent. These four members could give 
one Pacific coast concern a subsidy 
and refuse it to another Pacific coast 
comjTany, and the company turned, 
down would have no way of making 
an official protest. 
The president's 


plan, it is charged, allows absolutely 
no redress, not even in the form of a 
' hearing before the Shipping Board 


for-a--concern whose application-for 
subsidy is rejected. 


The House members studying the 


subsidy plan do not believe ther is any 
intent of administering- the subsidy 
unjustly, but they will insist that 
'Congress "p!ay safe." 


Other ^'dangers' 'in the president's 


proposal are pointed out as follows: 


1.—The Shipping Board is now ad- 


vertising for bids on more than 1.5Q/> 
ships which, board members admit* 
will bring ''practically nothing" on 
the present 
market. 
Some House 


members charge that they see in this 
sale a scheme for "handing" the ships 
to private concerns before the ship 
subsidy is passed in Congress, after 
which the ships will double or triple 
in value. 


2.—The subsidy plan authorizes the 


.Shipping Board _to sell ships on con- 
ditions the board prescribes, provid- 
ing it stays \vithin a 2 per cent mini- 
mum interest rate and 15-year maxi- 
mum time limit. Under this clause, 
it is claimed, the hoard could sell 
ships to "influential" concerns, let 
them defer both interest and princi- 
pal payments for 15 years, and then 
give them subsidy aid in the bargain. 
If the concerns should fail before the 
15 years were up. all the government 
would get would be the ships, unpaid 
for and greatly depreciated in value. 
The government could lose millions 
this way, it is claimed. 
-3.—The Shipping Board Is given 


authority to set aside a sum not to 
exceed $125.000,000 as a construction 
loan fund, which it can loan as it 
pleases and on terms the board sets.

Now In Session 


In Birmingham 


BIRMINGHAM. Ala., April 4.—An 
informational clearing house on a 
large scale to render the whole range 
of human Information increasingly ac- 
cessible and useful is keenly needed, 
Charles L. Reese, an industrial chem- 
ist of Wilmington, Del., told 
the 
American Chemical society here to- 
day at its spring- meeting. 
"The efficiency of our use of the 
products of human thought and its 
records is astoundingrly low," he de- 
clared. 
"Why should we not handle 
the packing:, storage, shipping and 
distribution of knowledge as efficient- 
ly as we manage commercial produc- 
tion? 
"Jt is greatly to be desired that ulti- 
mately an international service of this 
character 
be 
established 
with 


branches in most of the important 
countries, that a cataclysm such as 
has befallen Russia and might have 
befallen all Europe had the world war 
lasted much longer, may not result in 
the loss to the world of a large part 
of her wealth of information. 
"The great war revealed to America 
some of the 'weaknesses of its posi- 
tion. What Germany had in 1914, be- 
cause of her appreciation of systema- 
tized knowledge, we were compelled 
to create with feverish haste. 
"We need not flatter ourselves that 
America is exceptionally advanced in 
its 
consideration 
of informational 
needs. The chances are that in Ger- 
many. Japan and probably other 
countries plans have already been 
formulated for the effective command 
of world informational resources in 
the interest of national development 
and prosperity. 
"The time is believed ripe boldly to 
extend the plans of the Research In- 
formation Service of the National Re- 
search Council. An organizing com- 
mittee has agreed upon the following 
principles: 


"The desirability of developing1 a 
general clearing house for scientific 
.-ind technological information. 
The 


i conduct of a free information service 
1 l*.> promote research, useful applica- 
tions of its results and the dissemi- 
nating of knowledge necessary for 
human welfare and progress, with a 
charge for extra service. The en- 
couragement of a miscellaneous re- 
quest service, 
initially limited 
to 


scientific and technological knowledge. 
The development of a complete co- 
ordinated machinery for gathering, 
classifying locating and disseminating: 
information. 
Utilization by the serv- 
ice Of correspondence, informational 
publications and publicity, to meet 
the needs of organizations and in- 
dividuals and to educate the public to 
appreciate the values of an informa- 
tional clearing house."
